HOME AFFAIRS. 


How His R elatives Succeeded in Placing 
Hint in an Insane Asylum. 
1 Copyright, 15S7, by the Califomia Associated Press.] 
N ew Y'ork, June 2Stb.—Private inform­ 
ation from Paris says that Baron Seilliere, 
who visited San Francisco one year ago 
and lived at the Palace Hotel, lias been 
placed in the French Insane Asylum 
through conspiracy of members of his 
family, who want liis estate. Seilliere 
came here from San Francisco and became 
well known to Hoffman House hiibilues. 
He left for Paris in May to adjust a prop­ 
erly dispute with his’ sister. Princess de 
Sagan. Seilliere scarcely arrived there be­ 
fore he received intimation that some kind 
of conspiracy was on foot against him, and 
he made his friends promise if he disap­ 
peared that they would hunt him up. lie 
did disappear, and they found, while at his 
aunt’s hotel, lie had been seized by three 
men, bound and carried to the insane asy­ 
lum at Nantes, of which Dr. Falret is the 
director. They learned that Seilliere had 
been decoyed into a state of extreme anger, 
which in him, he being a very nervous in­ 
dividual, doubtless reached an abnormal 
pitch, and in preparation for it Princess de 
Sagan. I!r, Muttel and a medical reporter 
named Siznam were concealed behind the 
screens. They took their own notes of 
what passed, and their testimony sufficed 
after the seizure was accomplished in his 
committal. The case has already assumed 
an international character, from the fact 
that Seilliere declared his intent in San 
Francisco of becoming a citizen of the 
United States. 
Seilliere's lamiiv possess great wealth, 
estimated at from 5Ó.OOO.COO to 100,000,000 
francs, of which a large portion, in the 
natural order of things, would revert to the 
Baron. He is likely to remain in the asy­ 
lum unless our Government, recognizing 
his claim of citizenship, demands his re­ 
lease, or until public opinion in France is 
aroused to action and demands the repeal 
of the law of 18-48, which gives a family 
absolute power in the management and 
disposal of an insane member. The inter­ 
vention of our Government has been form­ 
ally asked in his behalf, and the State De­ 
partment is requested to demand his re­ 
lease on the ground presented by his decla­ 
ration of intention to establish his domi­ 
cile in the United States. Thus far our 
Government has only used its good offices 
through Miuisier McLean. No one who 
knows Seilliere doubts his sanity. 
KALAKAU.VS DEBTS.

Milwaukee, June 28th.—It is now esti­ 
mated that the loss from the destruction of 
the city of Marshfield will not be less than 
$3,000,000, and may be much more.

A NEW DEAL. 
Ailoption of a New Constitution Uy tht- 
Knight* of Labor. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , June 28th.—Returns from 
several thousand Local Assemblies of 
Knights of Labor to-day show that the 
new constitutional and National Trade A s­ 
semblies clause have both been accepted by 
a three-fourths vote, and it is probable tha't 
the General Executive Board will promul­ 
gate the new constitution containing 
many important changes about July 1st. 
The adoption of this constitution was de­ 
nied a few days ago. 
The analysis of the vote shows that half 
of those Assemblies opposing the adoption 
of the new constitution objected to the 
clause forbidding any member or Assem­ 
bly to sell or give any malt or spirituous 
liquors at any meeting or entertainment of 
the Order, under pain of six months’ sus­ 
pension. The article upon co-operation 
was adopted unanimously. It provides for 
the creation and disbursement of a fund to 
aid co-operative enterprises, and the new 
constitution gives the General Executive 
Board power to settle all strikes aud dis­ 
putes, regardless of their origin. Each 
District, titate, National or unattached 
Local Assembly shall be entitled to one 
delegate to each 3,000 members o ra ma­ 
jority fraction thereof. The term of office 
has been fixed at two years, the compensa­ 
tion to be fixed by the General Assembly 
at the time of the election. T-ite National 
Trade Assemblies clause provides that 
such Assemblies may be formed upon a 
favorable vote by two-thirds of the Local 
Assemblies of that trade making applica­ 
tion.

A PLAIN STATEMENT OF THE WHOLE 
CASE. 
The Sail Francisco Chronicle says: “ If 
the fact existed that pupils had to pay 
two or three prices for text-lx>oks, it was a 
queer sort of public economy to remedy 
that evil by imposing upon the State a 
system by which the pupils will have to 
pay four prices for text-books, or have a 
deficiency supplied by general taxation.” 
The first fact did exist, the second, alleged, 
does not and cannot. The Chronicle in its 
zeal for the book rings is getting itself into 
a corner. IVe challenge it to publish 
side by side, if it dare, the prices charged 
parents for State school books, and the 
prices formerly paid for the books the new 
system supplants. 
It dare not do this. 
Its fight is a dog­ 
matic one. 
It simplv and mendaciously 
assert- that the State school books cost 
parent- greatly more by direct purchase,or 
general taxation,*tban similar books pub­ 
lished by private concerns. If it can 
prove this it makes its ease. 
It will not 
do for it to avoid this issue; the challenge 
is unmistakably plain and dear—let it, if 
it dare, publish the list of prices for 
spellers, readers and arithmetics under the 
old and the new systems side l»v side. 
It will reply that that w*ill prove noth­ 
ing, because there is a deficiency in the 
book fund which the next Legislature will 
be called upon to make good, which 
means a tax upon the people, and this, 
added to the price asked for tiic hooks by 
the State, will give the result it claims. 
To this we answer, that even if there is 
a deficiency, or if it had extended to the 
absorption of ten times the amount shown, 
it is due wholly to the act of the State 
Printer in diverting money from the book 
fund to the printing office fund. 
No pos­ 
sible distortion of facts can contort this 
truth into any fault of the school book 
system. 
t ominon, ordinary school-boy 
bookkeeping intelligence will see that this 
being the case, the printing office fund lias 
been benefited out of the school book 
fund, has lieen saved that much of out­ 
put—and the latter is therefore entitled to 
credit lor doing genera! State printing 
work to just the amount of the deficiency, 
and hence 110 additional taxation i- jios- 
sible for school book work. 
1 his restores the disturbed equilibrium, 
as any one can see. Let it therefore lie 
kept ¡11 view that there ha- not been any 
deficiency because of the cost of producing 
the school-books, but that the shortage in 
the fund, and which is not related to any­ 
thing except official iucompetency, is 
wholly due to the diversion of school-book 
funds to pay for the doing of other State 
printing. Whatever the State has thereby 
saved to its general printing fund, it owes 
to the school-book fund, and the cost of 
the books is not and cannot be affected. 
But all the book- save the history 
and geography are printed; the com­ 
position is done and out of the wav, 
and permanent plates are in use. Now 
suppose that the stun diverted from 
the fund causes a shortage, what kind 
of a delinquency is it 
Clearly, we rc- 
ja'ut, not one that can possibly affect the 
co-t of producing any one of the volumes, 
but such as only limits, to the exteit of 
that sum, the gross number of l>ooks that 
may be issued in a given period. To just 
that extent the State Printer’s act may 
|>o—iblv operate, but it cannot affect the 
price, as we have said, of a single volume, 
nor do we believe it will prevent the State 
supplying the |ieoplc with all the books 
needed until the mismanagement of the in­ 
competent Superintendent of Printing can 
bo remedied. 
For, fortunately, as the 
hooks are supplied to the people, the 
money paid for them comes back, and thus 
creates a “ revolving fund," which is to lie 
used for printing other supplies from the 
plates owned by the fílate. Thus it is 
simply impossible for the people to be 
charged by from 60 to 7-5 per cent, as much 
for school books as under the old system. 
And this means,all summed up, that when 
the Chronicle says the books cost the peo­ 
ple more than they can buy them for from 
private publishers, it misstates facts, and 
! a purpose. The avidity with which it 
seizes upon malfeasance on the part of offi­ 
cial- in charge of a system, to assail the j 
system itself, discloses the hoof it vainly 
imagines is concealed beneath its mantle

Senator B utler Thinks Lam ar W ill Go 
Upon the Suprem e Bench.

W ashington, June 28th.—Senator Butler 
<•{ South Carolina is here to meet some 
Boston gentlemen, who are interested in 
the construction of the Charleston, Cin­ 
cinnati and Chicago Railroad. He called 
at the White House yesterday with Senator 
Colquit of Georgia, and the two Southern 
Senators were in consultation with the 
President for some time. Butler remarked, 
after leaving the Executive Mansion, that 
he believed it was pretty well settled that 
Secretary I.amar is to go upon the Supreme 
Court Bench, and that Colqoit will become 
a member of the Cabinet in charge of the 
Interior Department.

B ew are or the Ring. 
If the State were to abandon the busi­ 
ness of publishing text-books the money 
paid for books would go to Chicago, New 
York and elsewhere. Now it is earned in 
California and ex[>ended and kept in circu­ 
lation here. While we cry out against 
Chinese who acquire money here and send 
or take it abroad, we should guard against 
white leeches, who care nothing for the 
prosperity of the State or the elevation of 
its people. The arguments against the 
State publishing its text-books when re­ 
duced to unvarnished English and di­ 
vested of its sophistries, is simply this: 
Some one is bound to steaj, and it may as 
well be the publishers’ ring as the officers’ 
ring. The State Board or the State Printer 
will lie corrupt and extravagant, and you 
might as well allow us to rob you gs to 
allow them to embezzle or waste i*our 
money. We understand the trick and 
your officers have yet to learn it; what 
need of educating people to compete with 
us. One advocate of the ring argues that 
the State has no right to compete with 
honest traders and deprive them of busi­ 
ness by liecoming a publisher, yet odds 
might be given that those who think this 
a strong position defend States ¡11 using 
convict labor to compete with honest labor 
in the manufacture of any goods that 
would thereby lie cheapened for them. 
The children belong to the State to the 
extent that it is vitally interested in their 
education, in order that they become the 
better citizens, and it becomes its duty to 
remove everything that inqiedes that ed­ 
ucation. The tax for text-books; the 
constant changes and the fact that the 
slightest change in text lias been made the 
pretext for rejecting whole editions of 
books that, good enough for one years’ 
class are decided to be unfit for the next, 
has been a source of great expense and 
vexation. Under the present system the 
temptation to make these frequent and 
trifling alterations the pretext for requir­ 
ing new outlays has been removed; and 
an impediment to education has been re­ 
moved with it. The argument that the 
State can make 110 money out of the publi­ 
cation ought to bo the strongest argument 
in favor of continuing the publication, be­ 
cause it is the making of money that lias 
caused all the corruption. 
The average citizen does not know why 
changes have been ordered, nor is he pre­ 
pared to combat the reasons alleged. lie 
only knows that it is a severe and vexa­ 
tious tax upon him. The teacher, the 
superintendent, the school officers are all 
prepared to overwhelm him with a mass of 
talk which he does not understand or un­ 
derstands hut dimly; he sees his disad­ 
vantage while protesting, but perhaps 
fears to expose bis ignorance and silentlv 
and sullenly submits, all the while feeling 
that knavery learned in technicalities is 
defrauding him and putting him to shame. 
Under the present system there is 110 
temptation for teachers or officers to clamor 
for change; the honest are raised al>ove 
the suspicion which the dishonest have 
caused to rest upon ali, the resjiect in which 
the school authorities should always he 
held and which they should deserve, is not 
reduced by suspicion, and the educational 
institutions, if not rendered absolutelv 
pure, are at least nearer to purity now 
than is possible under the ring system. To 
abandon the present system now would be 
a disgraceful surrender, and the jieople 
should unite in opjiosing any attempt at 
it.-—Stockton independent. 


The O akland Ferry R ates Squabble. 
“ The fact of the matter is,” said Colonel 
Greed Ilavmond, chief of the law depart­

They made a 
commutation rate fot the purpose of build­ 
ing up Oakland and increasing ferry travel. 
They allowed any one to buy a ticket for 
$3, which entitled them to ride so many 
times a month. It was really a five-cent 
rate, and, considering the distance of 
twelve miles and the character of the serv­ 
ice, it would not of itself pay expenses, 
-but bv making that rate it enabled the 
company to greatly increase its travel at 
the regular rate—15 cents per trip. Now, 
as a matter of cold fact, the company 
found that this accommodation was being 
abused, and merely changed it by allow­ 
ing the commutation ticket to "be pur­ 
chased, but permitting the purchaser to 
make only two trips per day for a lierlod 
of thirty days. It was a special rate 
which the company allowed, and that is 
all there is of the question. It is the peo­ 
ple of Oakland who are interested really 
in the question, and not the railroad com­ 
pany.”—S. F. Post.

The Sm all Fish Industry. 
* 
The Fish Commissioners have been hav­ 
ing good work done at the Bay of late. 
Last Friday fifty Chinese were arrested for 
illegal fishing. There is abundance of 
proof against them, and they will be fined 
$50 each, making $2,500 in all. The fines 
will probably be paid. This makes sev­ 
enty-one Chinese arrested within the past 
month for the same offense. One-third of 
the fine goes to the informers, and the re­ 
mainder to the Fish Commission fund. 
Commissioner Sherwood informs the 
Marysville Appeal that he thinks these 
arrests will break up the business ot ship­ 
ping small lish to China. For years the 
Chinese have been engaged in it, using 
both di ag and set nets. The average of 
the catch would be only about an inch in 
length. A patch of land, several acres in 
extent, at Saucelito, was used for the pur­ 
pose of sun-drying the fish. After drying, 
the fish were placed in sacks, as tightly as 
hops, and then shipped to China, where, it 
is said, they are ground in a flour which is 
used for making soup. The Chinese have 
also been gathering immense quantities of 
immature shrimps, which have likewise 
been sent to tlie Flowery Kingdom. Even 
the shells of shrimps, gathered up at res­ 
taurants, have been sent to China to be 
ground up and spread upon the land as 
manure. 
. 
The operations of the Chinese fishermen 
at the Bay have been very destructive to 
the fish supply. From a single sack little 
fish of no less than twenty-one different 
varieties were seen by Commissioner Sher­ 
wood. It has been a slaughter of the inno­ 
cents, the shipments running up into the 
hundreds of tons. 
The fifty Chinese captured used nine 
boats (junks), each boat having several 
nets. The drag-nets had meshes so small 
that nothing escaped them.

A N erve P lant.—The leaves of aclimb- 
ing plant in India, Gymncmosylvcstre, have 
lately been discovered to possess the pe­ 
culiar property of destroying the tongue's 
power to appreciate sweets and bitters, 
causing quinine and sugar to taste like 
chalk and sand. The taste of pungent and 
saline substances, astringents and acids, is 
not affected. The taste of the leaves them­ 
selves is bitterish, astringent and slightly 
acid, and their effect lasts for an hour or 
two after they have been chewed. In ex­ 
periments in Italy it has been shown tbat 
various drugs affect what seem to be dif­ 
ferent sets of taste-nerves, but this plant 
appears to give more remarkable results 
than cocoaine, morphia, or other substances 
tried.

At the new Recreation Park. Twenty- 
eight and R streets, a force of between 
twenty and thirty men are pushing the 
work of preparation with great vigor, un­ 
der the direction of James L. Gillis, .Super­ 
intendent of the Grounds, and F. Cady, 
contractor lor the wood work. The frame­ 
work of the grand and special stands, 
which is of a very substantial character, is 
all in place, and the sheathing of the roofs 
was in progress yesterday. The seats are 
all in position in the grand stand, which is 
250 feet long, with ten rows of seats, well 
elevated and with plenty of room between 
them to allow people to pass those sitting 
down. The special stand, over the back­ 
stop, which is to be for reserved seats, will 
contain 250 chairs. The view of the game 
from this stand will not be any better 
than 
from 
the 
other, except 
as to 
furnishing opportunity for watching the 
curving of the balls, and forming an opin­ 
ion as to the accuracy of the umpire in 
calling balls and strikes. Its front will be 
protected by a wire screen. This stand 
will be a convenience to ladies and gentle­ 
men who are a little late in reaching the 
Park, and who would prefer to pay some­ 
thing additional to secure a good seat. 
Every play made in the field can be ob­ 
served from the grand stand. In front of 
it, at a distance of ten feet, there will be a 
tliree-foot fence to prevent spectators from 
interfering with the players. 
The re­ 
porters’ stand will be on the ground, at the 
southern end of the special stand. It will 
only be large enough for half a dozen peo­ 
ple, and none but those reporting the g«me 
will have admission to it. The dressing- 
rooms for the players will be beneath the 
southern end of the main stand, access to 
them being gained from the diamond. The 
saloon will be beneath the northern end of 
the stand, will be 30 feet by 12, and so ar­ 
ranged that the interior will not be visible 
to people passing in or out of the grounds. 
There will be a space of about twenty feet 
between the stands, which will be for the 
main entrance. The ticket office will be 
conveniently arranged near this entrance, 
and holders of tickets will pass in through 
two small gates within the main gate, the 
latter being thrown open when the game is 
over. Vehicles will enter from Thirtieth 
street, and there will be a railing across the 
grounds to which the horses can be hitched. 
The fence posts are all in place, and the 
boards are being put on rapidly. It will 
be ten feet high on the north side, next the 
railroad track, and eight and one-half on 
the south side. Men were engaged yester­ 
day in widening the railroad embankment, 
for the convenience of people getting on 
and off the cars. A person who saw the 
grounds a few days ago would scarcely be­ 
lieve it possible they could be put "in as 
good shape as they already are so soon. 
The soil was so thoroughly baked that, 
never having been worked, it was impossi­ 
ble to break it with plow or harrow, even 
after a great deal of water had been put 
upon it. 
Under these circumstances, it 
was determined to have men cut it up with 
picks for the space needed for the diamond 
and in its immediate vicinity. This was 
done, but the clods were as unyielding as 
cobbles, and the ponderous roller had no 
effect upon them. Men with mauls there­ 
upon followed the pickers, and crushed the 
lumps one by one. It was a tedious job, 
but the result is a diamond level and 
smooth. A small city water main has been 
extended to the vicinity, and by this even­ 
ing pipes from it will be in the inclosure. 
The diamond and vicinity will then be 
given a thorough 
wetting, to be fol­ 
lowed by 
harrowing 
and a thorough 
rolling, 
and 
when 
the 
first 
game 
is called it will be in perfect order. The 
backstop will be the regulation distance— 
90 feet—back of the plate, and will be 10 
feet high. On a passed ball a player will 
be entitled to as many bases as he can 
make. There will be a score board 28 feet 
long, on the south side of the inclosure. 
The score will be kept upon clock-like 
dials, showing the innings and tallies. 
By 
arrangement with the Postal Telegraph 
Company, that organization will lead a 
wire to the Park and have an operator in 
the scorer's stand, who will receive the re­ 
turns of games played at San Francisco, 
inning by inning, and they will be dis­ 
played upon the bulletin board alongside 
of the game in progress hr e, while the 
result of each inning of the Sacramento 
game will be telegraphed to San Francisco 
and elsewhere. 
Great interest is being manifested in the 
work at the Park by Sacramentans inter­ 
ested in baseball, and there are a great 
many lookers-on in the daytime, and in 
the evening it is “ taken in ” as one of the 
things to be seen by those out for a drive. 
The opening will doubtless attract an im ­ 
mense turnout of Sacramentans, and there 
will be hundreds of visitors from abroad. 
A special train will be run from Shingle 
Springs, and large parlies of excursionists 
are coming from es far as Nevada City, 
Colfax, 
A ubnrn. Marysville, Woodland, 
Davisville, etc. The game will doubtless 
be a hot one, as the Pioneers, though the 
other clubs beat them handily, are the 
hardest players in the League for the Allas 
to get away with. 


C hinese-R ow N e a r M orm on Isla n d . 
Yesterday afternoon’s train from Folsom 
brought to the city a number of excited 
Chinamen, including one, named Ah Fok, 
who was suffering from a severe bullet 
wound in the back, just beneath the shoul­ 
der blade. It seems that at Blue Ravine, a 
short distance above Mormon Island, about 
a dozen Chinamen got into a difficulty rela­ 
tive to the ownership of a mining claim, 
and the disagreement terminated in war, 
more than a dozen shots being fired, onlv 
one of which took effect, though the cloth­ 
ing of some of the contestants was per­ 
forated by the leaden missiles. One Celes­ 
tial was about as badly injure*! with a club 
as Fok was bv fbe bullet, being beaten 
very severely. On the arrival of the party 
in the city they repaired to Justice Post's 
Court, where warrants were sworn out 
against seven Chinamen, of the party now 
in possession of the claim, charging’them 
with assault to murder. Deputy Constable 
•Swift left tor Folsom with the warrant 
last evening, and will be assisted in serving 
ii by Constable McComher, of Folsom. The 
claim in dispute is said to l>e a rich one, and 
it is not probable that either party will sur­ 
render its interest until ali hope of victory, 
by force or in the Courts, is gone.

CHINESE FUNERAL. 


Interm ent of a Mongolian “ M ason” Yes­ 
te rd a y . 
The remains of Chin Lee. a member of 
the Chinese “Masons,” were interred yes­ 
terday with considerable pomp. During 
the day the body lay in state beneath a 
canopy in front of his late residence, on 
Third street, near I, with the customary 
“funeral meats” surrounding it, while the 
hired mourners at various times previous 
to the placing of the coffin in the hearse, 
and during the ceremony by the priests, 
earned their money by a great display of 
grief. An incident occurred prior to the 
funeral which showed that the Celestials 
had little regard for the proprieties. An 
elderly Chinawoman came out of a house 
near by and approached the canopy to 
render her tribute of respect to the de­ 
ceased, 
but as 
soon as her intention 
was 
manifest 
a 
large 
number 
of 
the 
Chinese 
spectators 
began 
laugh­ 
ing at and 
jeering 
her. 
Regardless 
of 
this 
reception, 
she 
prostrated 
herself upon the canvas in front of the cof­ 
fin, and touched her head to the cloth. 
Then crawled a few feet forward, on her 
hands and knees, and again touched her 
head. A Chinaman dressed in white, who 
was acting as master of ceremonies, poured 
a little tea into a cup, which she raised and 
waved toward the corpse, and setting the 
cup down, bowed her head to the ground. 
The Chinaman poured in a little more tea, 
and she went through the same perform­ 
ance. A third time he poured into the 
cup, and she repeated the ceremony, con­ 
veying the impression to outside barbarians 
that the deceased had reached a warm cli­ 
mate and was exceedingly thirsty. The tea 
business being over, the old lady produced 
a colored handkerchief from her pocket, 
and the crowd commenced to laugh, burst­ 
ing into loud guffaws and shouts 
of 
ridicule as she applied the handker­ 
chief to her eyes, and, while swaying 
her body to and fro, commenced crying 
with a wailing noise resembling that of a 
pig caught under a gate. It wasn't a bit 
more absurd than the “ mourning ” done 
at any of the Chinese funerals the public 
have witnessed in Sacramento, but for 
some reason this old woman’s contribution 
was considered out of place—perhaps be­ 
cause she volunteered a poor article when 
there were professionals present who were 
more com petent; at all events she was rid­ 
iculed until another woman came up and 
led her away. Inquiry of a Chinaman as 
to the cause of her being laughed at 
brought out the response, “ Him dead 
China Mason.” 
"But why did they laugh 
at her ?” “Oh, she cly ’ 
Ha ’ ha !" The 
funeral procession was led by a hack con­ 
taining a Chinese “ band,” followed by 
three Chinamen bearing the banner of the 
lodge to which the dead man had belonged. 
Then 
came 
the 
hearse, with waving 
plumes, in which could be seen the coffin, 
wrapped in the regalia ot the order, while 
four pall-bearera, clothed in white, bare­ 
headed, but each trying to shade his head 
with a fan, marched by its side. The mem­ 
bers of the lodge followed on foot, march­ 
ing in a straggling sort of way, and behind 
them were hacks full of Chinamen, all 
smokmg and apparently in great glee. The 
eatables filled a large express wagon, and 
another wagon contained what appeared to 
be the lodge-room draperies and belong­ 
ings, as though a session was to be held at 
the grave. A hack, with another “ band,” 
brought up the rear of the procession, and 
with such “ m usic” before and behind it 
was no wonder the party felt happy in 
the belief that the devil couldn’t get to 
them.
